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Courses Offered. 


For Certificates. 
Instruction will be given as follows: 

1——In all subjects necessary to a 3d Grade Certificate. 

2—In all subjects necessary to a 2d Grade Certificate. 

3——In all subjects necessary to a 1st Grade Certificate. 

4—In all subjects necessary te a State Certificate. 

The class work will be assigned by topics, and students may use any 
text they may have with them. 

‘There will be beginning, advanced, and review classes, and all pos- 
sible assistance will be given those desiring to take examinations and 
to do better work in their schools. 

A series of about twenty-five lectures will be given on Methods of 
Teaching, Prof. Hoyt, of the Normal Training School, giving ten, in 
addition to the regular class work. . 

Teachers will be permitted to pursue such subjects as will be of most 
benefit to them, and to oBSERVE in other classes of the school. If any 
of the subjects mentioned under ‘‘Special” and not included in the 
above courses are desired, they may be taken without extra charge. 

Certificates of attendance and standing will be granted those desir- 
ing them.

General Information. 
LIBRARY. 

The Normal Library will be open to students of the Summer School 
from roto 4 each day. The College Reading Room contains the 
principal Daily Papers, Educational Papers and Magazines, and 
books of reference, including Dictionaries, Encyclopedias, ete. 


LABORATORY FACILITIES. 


Ample Laboratory facilities will be provided those wishing to pur- 
sue the Sciences: 


LIVING EXPENSES. 


Good board and furnished rcom, in private family, can be obtained 
at from $2 to $2.50 per week, depending upon the rooming accommo- 
dations. Students desiring to board themselves can do so at an ex- 
pense not exceeding $1.50 per week, including furnished room. 


TUITION. 
The tuition for the six weeks will be $6. This will entitle the stu- 


dent to the advantages of the entire school, including the pedagogical 
lectures. No discount will be made to any who enter late in the course. 


WHEN TO ENTER, 
It is desirable that all who can enter the first day of the term, es- 


pecially those intending to work for credits; but students will be re- 
ceived at any time, and all possible assistance given them. 


BOOKS AND STATIONERY. 


Books and stationery necessary for the course may be obtained at 
the College at prices very little above cost. 


Blackboard Sketching. 


No subject in the course is of more benefit to teachers than Black - 
board Sketching. The ability to illustrate freely and quickly upon the 
board the lessons in Geography, History, Botany, Zoology, Language 
and Literature, is being more and widely recognized as a part of the 
equipment of an expert teacher, and the course which we offer will 
give teachers that ability. It will be under the direction of an expert 
teacher from the Normal, and all who wish may take it up in connec- 
tion with other work. Every grade teacher in the state should take it. 


Penmanship. 


This subject will be made exceedingly interesting and helpful to 
teachers. It will be presented asa MEANS or EpucaTIon, rather than 
asa mechanical art. Children will be brought into the class room for 
illustration and practice. Instruction will be given on paper and 
blackboard in the vertical style, but the slant may be used if preferred.
